For two yeors I have hod the happy experience 
of being a part of your community and a member 
of your bond of students. Soon I shall be taking 
my official leave of you, returning occasionally, 
I hope, to renew ossociotions. 

The essential difference between free nations 
and those that ore not is that in the former the 
citizen disciplines himself by creating, after con"- 
sidered debate ond through common consent, 
constitutional restraints on Both abuses by pri- 
vate Individuals and intemperate behaviour by 
government agencies. In the latter, discipline 
is imposed by unrestrained public authority, 
personal in character, often excessive, invari- 
ably arbitrary, acknowledging no constitutional 
limitations in its prerogatives, no lawful appeal 
from its will and no peaceful opportunity to seek 
redress. Free peoples discipline themselves; 
those not free are disciplined by the exercise of 
absolute external political power. 

Freedom, liberty, the right of dissent, of free 
speech, the civil liberties of free people are, 
therefore, not eternal privileges, but the 
rewards for a proven sense of responsibility — 
responsibility to one's self, to one's family, to 
one's community, to one's nation, to the larger 
world beyond, and to truth itself. Responsibility 
means understanding; it means conviction, tem- 
pered by toleronce; it means determination, 
combined with generosity; it means the know- 
ledge that comes from objective observations; 
it means the courage that springs from on inner 
honesty. 

The hands of young men and women of your 
generation will mould the future of our world. 
If you cling to responsibility as the central point 
in your moral code, if you faithfully adhere to it 
as a guide to action, the present, even in the 
face of a towering crisis casting its shadow over 
our civilization, offers no insoluble difficulties, 
and the years ahead harbor no unqnsvyerable 
problems. 

With this last fling at you, may I bid you, 
"Hoya con Dios," and wish you all a Merry 
Christmas and for the New Year and all years 
to come that deep sense of satisfaction that 
alone is derived from the knowledge of tasks 
well done.

Responding to the need for cul- 
tural imity French-Canadian stu- 
dents at McGill University met last 
night in Strathcona Hall to organ- 
ize a club tha: would meet these 
requirements. Mr. Andre Lauren- 
deau. editor ct l'Action Nationale 
and student in Sociologj-, addressed 
the group on this subject and \ urg- 
ed the formation of a cultural or- 
ganization to study specifiârwôb- 
lems of French-Canadian "laiiguage 
and literature. 

"The purpose of such a group," 
stated Mr. Laurendeau, "would be 
to facilitate iniercoiu'se between 
French-Canadian students on the 
campus in order 10 strengthen their 
cultural lieï. Customs, language 
and literature as well as religion 
form the focal point of life in Que- 
bec and the necessity for their dis- 
cussion is imperative for them. The 
club might function in collabora- 
tion with several groups at vari- 
ous universities in the country." 
Delay Dangerous. 
Concluding his remarks the 
speaker emphaiized the lack of 
such an organization at McGill and 
lu-ged immediate consideration of 
the question. Delay, he felt, would 
only postpone a -vital problem that 
must be «mswered in one fashion 
or another. 

Reprebcnting the Bloc Univerii- 
taire of the U. of M. Mr. Jean- 
Jacques Bertrand explained the 
position of the Bloc at the French- 
Canadian imiversities. This, parti- 
cular group of students had banded 
together to diicuss problems of cul- 
ture common to all. A stand on na- 
tional policies had been made at the 
several conferences held and stu- 
dents from Laval, Ottawa and 
Montreal had been represented. He 
urged the group to join tlie bloc 
and so identify their interests with 
that of French Canada. 

At the labt conference of the Bloc 
Universitaire several committees 
had been appointed lo discus prob- 
lems facing French-Canadian youth.

MCGILL LOSES 
DEBATE TO T 

Bercusson and Shapiro Repre- 
sent McGill 

Debate Issue of National 
Government at Present 

Time 



The judges alloted the decision to 
the Y,M,H.A. last night in a clnsely 
contested debate with the McGill 
Debating Union, represented by 
Leonard Bercusson and L. Shapiro, 
who upheld the affirmative of the 
question "Itesolved that a Form of 
National Government is in the In- 
terests of the Canadian People at 
the Present Time," while a Y.M.H.A. 
team, composed of Harry Arono- 
vitch and Sam Druker argued in 
the negative. 

During the course of the debate, 
the first speaker of the affirmative 
endeavoured to point out that as 
long as a state of war exists, it has 
to be prosecuted to the greatest 
extent to bring it to a successful 
conclusion. The only way that this 
can be brought about is through a 
Nationalization of the government. 
People must have confidence that 
their particular parties arc behind 
them in time of conflict. Never- 
theless it was stated that although 
a highly centralized governn^t, 
comprised of all factions, was nec- 
essary, It would be only temporary 
and would be dispensed with in 
time of peace. 

Unified Body. 

The second speaker of the affir- 
mative stated thait in a nationalized 
iform of government, the best brains 
of all parties are represented, and 
these working as a unified body can 
bring about changes as swiftly as 
possible. If we do not want to 
relinquish our present form of gov- 
ernment In place of a national form, 
that is, if we want lo keep our de- 
mocracy at the present time, we can 
be sure that we will lose it entire- 
ly once the v/ar has ended. In 
other words we have to fight dic- 
tatorship with a more or less dic- 
tatorial form of government.

The whole significance of his 
speech lieii In llip simple fact that 
llip lliiliiiji illplDMial wii.« i'hIIpH upiiM 
to Act fls n sort of "inloriiatioiinl 
reminder," lo inform the world that 
the Faaoist OoVernmcnl was very 
much nlivc, and certainly ought nol 
to be forgolton or i({iiore<I. Since 
llip world, and esppcialiy this oh- 
.^(■rvri-, liii.': biM'il (•(Mi.-.lanlly ;iskuiE 
wliy nmnc i,s »o cnn.spltMioiisly sll- 
piil wblln Kiiropc i.s convulsed by 
wars and diplomatic crises, Mus.so- 
Uni, on pain of bocoming n "for- 
gollcn man" had to ahow In some 
way that his Italy of eight or 12 
million b.iynncl.s il forKCl tlip exact 
minibcr) was .slill arouiiri. liut II 
Duce really had nolbing very im- 
portant to .say that would give him 
reason to protrude his jaw fiercely 
and howl away from his favorite 
balcony. And so ho let his son-in- 
law lalk to Ihc world about any- 
IhinK he felt like, except Italy's 
attitude toward Ru.ssla and her co- 
lonial aspirations In the Mediter- 
ranean. Thus, robbed of the right 
to dlscius these two very important 
features of Italian foreign policy. 
Count Ciano save a long and dry 
speech in which he discussed such 
dead issues as Spain and the Rome- 
Berlin axis; and he finally wound 
up by scolding the Allies for not 
giving up Danicig and the Polish 
Corridor when the Nazi Fuerher 
told them to do so. 

This speech is somewhat similar 
in character to the one delivered by 
Rlbbentrop a while ago, when the 
Nazi ace diplomat laid down in de- 
tail the basis ot a Hitlerian peace. 
Now Rlbbentrop had very seldom 
made a public speech in his whole 
political career. As a matter of 
fact, whatever talking ability he 
had was probably cultivated when 
he was a champagne salesman just 
before the Nazis took power. And 
we all know that yoii ju.<t can t !;ell 
vital political icica.'f to a hasiilc 
wo%l in the same way you sell 
champagne. But Ribbcntrop's duty 
on this particular occasion wa^ 
merely to test the attitude of the 
Allies for .sonic sort of an aprcc- 
mont which would end hostiluics 
on the Western Front. And when 
his Job was done he gladly went 
back t« his own field ot secret 
diplomacy at which he is far more 
adept,

An' eventful year in the fleld of 
international politics is coming to a 
close, As we look back upon those 
last twelve months of political 
crises and war, we can see that the 
force of events has clarillcd many 
international problein.s which had 
previously been nothing but dis- 
putable theory, 11 bas also succeed- 
ed in shallering many an empty 
Illusion such aa the fallacious be- 
lief thai the best guarantee for 
peace Is the preparation for war. 
K\L'M IbiMiyli many poo|ili' >iii-' pro 
pared to adopt the defeatist air that 
"the only lesson that history leaches 
is thai history teaches no lesson," 
nevertheless it is clear that 1( mod- 
ern civilization is lo survi\c we 
shall have to oircctivcly reorganize 
the fiilure »lgnilluani:c of such con- 
clusions as havo been ostublished 
as a result of our contemporary ex- 
perience.

There arose a faith 
and a hope 'hat a new spirit and a 
new system would come to prevaiP 
in the international sUructure of the 
world. The negotiations of numer- 
ous multilateral treaties and agree- 
ment.'; and the creation ot a League 
of Natioiii were important steps in 
the direction of a system of world 
organization based upon interna- 
tional law and progressive disarm- 
ament. For several years this idea 
of collective security was no longer 
a sentimental dream but a reality 
capable ot practical achievement. 

But that was the post-war period. 
It was very easy for statesmen to 
espouse ideals oX International law 
and |)eace at a time when the world 
was still bleeding from its wounds. 
The peoples of Europe ha,< suffer- 
ed such great hardships thai ihc 
resulting wave of pacifism ihai 
swept the world could not be check- 
ed until the period of recuperation 
had at least advanced far enough 
lo restore some degree of economic 
and political .siability to a di.srupi- 
cd societ.v. Toace was thus a prac- 
tical necessity for a decade. Dur- 
ing that time the international at- 
mosphere was filled with a great 
deal of talk about the principles of 
equality and mutual reaped among 
the nations, in many ca^^cs success-

fic means through the machinery 
of the League of Nations. But the 

test of collective security was to 
come later when the have-not na- 
tions created at Versailles, were suf- 
ficiently recuperated from the war 
to launch their military and diplo- 
matic offensive for the territorial 
redivision of the world. 

League Failure 
It may be frankly stated that 
there never was a time in the his- 
tory of Europe when conditions 
were less favourable for the func- 
tioning of a collective security sys- 
tem than in the last decade. In view 
of the forceful undercurrent of 
forces which were- increasingly 
building up antagonisms between 
the nations and within the nations 
themselves it would have been a 
miracle if such a new type of or- 
ganization could have immediately 
accomplished its ideal of interna- 
tional peace and security; But even 
then the League would never have 
collapsed so soon if it had not been 
let down by these powers who for 
a while were its nioit powerful ex- 
ponents. It is a strange p&radox that 
v.hen the first real lest of that or- 
ganization came with the Japanese 
invasion of Manchuria it was a 
non-League member, Ihe United 
Stales, which was alone prepared to 
denounce tins act of aggreisioii, But 
the tragic fhcl about the League Is 
that it had already become itself 
an arena of power politics. At (he 
present time ils ideals live but ils
